CHAPTER 59.

AN ACT to amend subdivision 9, of section 166,
of the statutes of 1898 relating to the duties
of the state superintendent.

The people of the stale of Wisconsin, represenled in
senate and assembly, do enacl as follows:

SEcTioN 1. Subdivision 9, of section 166, of
the statutes of 1898 is hereby amended by strik-
ing out the word *“four” where it occurs in the
first line of said subdivision 4, of said section,
and inserting in licu thercof the word “two,” so
that said subdivision of said section when so
amended shall read ax follows: 9. To hold at
least two conventions annually in as many dif-
ferent and most convenient and accessible points
in the state for the purpose of consultation, ad-
vice and instruction with county superintend-
ents in regard to the supervision and manage-
ment of the public schools.

SECTION 2, This act shall take effect and be
in force from and after its passage and publica-
tion.
